Area recreation programs have improved dramatically 
during the past two years, but there is still much room for 
improvement, according to the chairman of Indiana State 
University's department of recreation, 

Dr. Gerald O’Morrow, in a recent interview, said since 
he first came to the city six years ago recreation programs 
in the city and county park systems have gone from noth- 
ing to something.“ 

ISU's recrcation depariment has also gone rom noth- 
ing to something” in the past eight years. 

The department was begun in 1985 and there are now 
260 students majoring in the recreation field at ISU. It is 
one of the few departments still increasing the number of 
its majors and is seemingly taking the exact opposite course 

of the school as a whole.
